Government and Germany has aroused such a storm of apprehension and amazement as 
the publication of Berlin's latest note to Washington, announcing Germany s intention to 
prosecute an unrestricted and ruthless submarine warfare. 


While outbursts of indignation come from many of the leading newspapers there 


are others which caution a "sit.tight", policy until the perpetration of an overt act by 
Germany shall force decisive action. 
The German-American press takes the news 


ca'.mly an exceptional attitude being that of the St. Louis Amcrika which regards the 
move of the Berlin Government as ;'a mistake, ' and questions ''whether it was wise to 
answer in such a way the suggestion of the President." Quite as exceptional, and perhaps 
more significant, as showing the German government's present feeling, is the expression of 
George S. Viereck, of the -'Fatherland:" ''This country being honestly desirous for peace 
can not but approve a measure which we know Germany has only decided upon as a last 
resort and which promises to bring the hostilities to a close before Easter."

The 
pnblie mind n in what may be termed its nonsensical stage and it 
devours the fake with more readiness and relish than it does the 
troth. "We have an exhibit of this now in the plethor of tales about 
the evil activities of Germans detained in this country and those 
come in good faith to abide therein as citizens. Most of these, is 
fact, in one way or another, all are" inventions, pure and simple, or 
gross exaggerations of trivial occurrences. 


In this there is one thing the really loyal and sensible citizen 


should fix his mind to and that is to believe nothing of evil until it- 
is established by substantial testimony and to have the understand- 
ing that all Americans, at such times as this, or any more than other, 
are actuated by honorable and patriotic motives. There are those 
native born mean enough for any deviltry and shrewd enough to 
understand their chances of escape on perpetrating it or enhanced 
by the mere charging of it upon some foreigner. Which is illustra- 
tion is just a way of saying We should keep a cool head. 


There are other war talk inventions harmless and so altogether 


amusing. 
For instance, the "rumor," that if hostilities should

Washington, Feb. 10.—The course to be taken by the United 


Stales if Germany compels the use of force to safeguard American 
lives and rights has been determined. It was learned authoritatively 
after yesterday's cabinet meeting that in the event President Wilson 
goes before congress again, it will not be to ask for a declaration of 
war, but to follow literally the words of the address in which he 
he announced the break of diplomatic relations and request author- 
ity to use means deemed necessary to protect American seamen and 
people. 


The president, it was stated, is'as anxious as ever to avoid war 


with Germany but also as determined as ever that American citizens 
and ships shall be free to travel the high seas unmolested. His next 
step, if taken, will be to enforce that right and even then the issue 
of war or peace will be with Germany. Any hostile action will have 
to come in the form of an interference with an American right. 


Details of the government's plan are not discussed. It is known, 


however, that convoying and arming of merchant ships are being 
considered..

The singular modesty of 


President 
Lincoln, 
whose 


deeds and actions during the 
great civil war in the inter- 
ests of humanity, are now be- 
ing emulated by the powerful 
nations of Europe in their 
protests against the submar- 
ine warfare inauguiat«d by 
Germany, is perhaps in no in- 
stance more palpably illus- 
trated than in an account 
given by Charles Lannan, an 
author. 


In 1858, Lannan commenced 


to compile a book known as 
"A Dictionary of Congress." 
In preparing this, he for- 
warded to every congressman 
a circular requesting data rel- 
ative to the daU of birth and 


place, the character of his ed- 
ucation, his profession or oc- 
cupation and a list of any 
public offices he might have 
filled. 


In looking over the thous- 


ands of answers which were 
received, Lannan came across 
one mailed by Abraham tin- 
coin. It was short and brief, 
yet comprehensive. At the 
time, Lannan declared 
that
